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Cane  sugar  refiners'  stocks  continued  to  decline  and  as  of  August  29, 
1964,  totaled  716,000  tons  or  a  decrease  of  661,000  tons  from  the  high 
level  of  stocks  at  the  end  of  1963.  The  reduction  in  quota  stocks  was 
about  90,  000  less  than  the  661,000  tons,  representing  over -quota  main- 
land cane  sugar  held  by  refiners  at  the  beginning  of  tjie  year  that  has 
since  been  charged  to  this  year's  quota. 

Deliveries  for  U.  S.  consumption  by  cane  sugar  refiners  during  January- 
August  1964  totaled  4,304,000  tons  or  323,000  tons  less  than  last  year 
during  this  same  period.  Receipts  of  quota  sugar  by  refiners  during 
January- August  1964,  including  over -quota  mainland  cane  sugar,  were 
about  90  5,000  tons  below  that  of  last  year  during  the  same  months. 

Beet  sugar  deliveries  during  August  were  323,000  tons  and  for  January- 
August  1964  totaled  1,806,000  tons  or  133,000  tons  more  than  during 
the  same  period  last  year.  Production  of  beet  sugar  during  the  first 
eight  months  of  this  year  was  about  1 ,  230  ,  000  tons  of  which  1 30  ,  000  tons 
was  sugar  produced  from  the  196  4  crop.  Beet  sugar  production  during 
January -August  196  3  totaled  885,000  tons. 

As  of  August  31,  1964  beet  sugar  processors  had  stocks  of  about 
450,000  tons.  Production  from  new  crop  sugar  during  September  should 
be  approximately  150,000  tons  or  a  total  supply  of  600,000  tons  of 
sugar.  Heavy  production  from  the  1964  crop  begins  in  October. 

At  the  beginning  of  1964,  the  effective  inventory  of  the  mainland  cane 
area  was  429,000  tons  of  sugar.  By  the  end  of  August,  410,000  tons  had 
been  marketed  leaving  a  balance  of  19,000  tons  of  old  crop  sugar  avail- 
able for  marketing.  Sugar  production  from  the  1964  crop  begins  in 
October  in  Louisiana  and  in  November  in  Florida. 

The  Department's  September  issue  of  Crop  Production  indicates  an  in- 
crease in  sugarbeet  production  and  cane  sugar  production  in  Florida 
over  those  reported  in  August. 

Sugarbeet  production  from  the  1964  crop  was  indicated  at  24,834,000 
tons  or  6.  3  percent  greater  than  last  year's  record  crop.  Acres  planted 
in  1964  increased  18  percent  but  yield  per  acre  was  estimated  at  17.7 
tons  per  acre  in  1964  as  compared  with  18.9  tons  from  the  196  3  crop. 

Sugar  cane  production  from  the  1964  mainland  crop  was  estimated  at 
17,091,000  tons  or  23.5  percent  above  the  record  1963  crop.  Acres  to 
be  harvested  are  indicated  to  be  19.6  percent  above  those  in  1963. 
Louisiana  is  now  expected  to  have  about  the  same  yield  of  cane  per  acre 
with  Florida  yields  in  1964  expected  to  be  33  tons  as  compared  to  31 
tons  in  1963 .

1.  August  1964  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption 
969,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  about  5,000  tons 
from  July  1964  but  u£  5  2,000  tons  from  August  1963.  January-  August 
1964  deliveries  6,279,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down 
about  197,000  tons  from  January-August  1963.  Final  data  for  July  1964 
deliveries  974,000  short  tons,  raw  value  -  same  as  previously  published 
preliminary . 

2.  Primary  distributors '  stocks  August  29,  1964  were  1,231,523  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  41,000  tons  from  a  year  ago,  and 
down  262 , 000  tons  from  end  July  1964.  During  August  refiners'  stocks 
decreased  by  66,000  tons,  beet  processors'  stocks  by  190,000  tons, 
and  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  by  9,000  tons;  importers  of  di- 
rect consumption  sugar  stocks  increased  by  about  4,000  tons.

4.  Regionally,  January- July  deliveries,  1964  as  compared  to  1963 
were  down  to  all  5  regions:  North  Central  7.2  percent,  Middle  Atlantic 
4.3  percent,  South  3.3  percent,  New  England  3.2  percent,  and  "West 
1 .  7  percent . 


5.  Second  quarter  1964  sugar  deliveries  were  smaller  to  six  of  the 
seven  industrial  user  groups  than  for  the  same  1963  quarter,  but  were 
larger  to  two  of  the  four  non-industrial  user  groups.  To  industrial  buy- 
ers the  national  decrease  was  6.  1  percent  but  deliveries  to  non-indus- 
trial users  increased  by  0 .  1  percent.  Corn  refiners'  total  domestic 
shipments  of  corn  sirup  and  dextrose  were  up  by  about  3  percent.
